REV. PHILIP PRICE. 

Our information concerning the subject of this sketch is extreme- 
ly meagre. We have no account of his earlier years. 

He was born in Herefordshire, England. He was admitted on 
trial in the Detroit Conference in 1882, and two years later received 
into full membership. After his admission to the Conference, he 
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spent four years at Boston in the theological school, and in post grad- 
uate work. He served the following appointments in the Detroit 
Conference: Ontonagon, Gladstone, Sanilac Center, Carrollton, Ak- 
ron, Goodison, Stevenson, and Seney. 

Previous to coming to Michigan, Bro. Price had spent some time 
in South America teaching in one of Bishop Taylor’s schools. 

In the early part of his pastorate at Seney, his eyesight failed 
and he was compelled to relinquish his charge. That was in the 
year 1897. From that time he resided principally in Detroit, preach- 
ing occasionally, reporting for a daily paper, and giving himself to 
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studies. In 1898 he was granted a supernumerary relation and four 
years later was placed upon the superannuated list. In 1901 he suf- 
fered a paralytic stroke which weakened him in mind and body. 
For many months his life was one of depression and loneliness. He 
was unable to articulate distinctly, and largely shut out from con- 
verse with his friends. 

He had no relations in this country, and when through physical 
infirmity he was well nigh helpless he felt the need of some place 
like home. In the winter of 1903, he went to his old home in Here- 
fordshire with the hope of improvement by the change, and to be 
near relatives in case his paralytic weakness should become more 
pronounced. 

His death occurred in Oct., 1903, at the home of his brother in 
Much Birch, Herefordshire, England. He was 53 years of age. 

Bro. Price was a man of fine spirit. Always genial and kindly, 
he was absolutely without malice or guile.

REV. JOHN McELDOWNEY. 

Though one of the oldest members of the Conference, Rev. John 
McEldowney was one of whose death his associates were not pre- 
pared to hear. The years sat so lightly upon him that their presence 
was scarcely recognized. His step was so prompt, his carriage so 
erect, his face so ruddy, his voice so clear, that men forgot his age. 
His entire bearing in body, in social instincts, in thoughts and in toils, 
was not that of an old man, but of one in fair maturity. Here we find one 
explanation of his splendid life and record. By nature he was en- 
dowed with a sound body, and by good care he kept it in fine order. 
Plain, common-sense living preserved his vigorous little body and it 
contributed to the attractiveness of his personality and the usefulness 
of his days. It always responded to his calls, never failed him. He 
never refused a request on the score of illness, never failed in an en- 
gagement because of sickness. 

No one ever heard him complain. He had no doleful story of 
aches and pains. He was always well and that in it itself was a de- 
light. The word soundness is applicable to the man in his whole 
make up. He was sound in body, mind and heart. His thinking was 
eminently sane and well balanced, far removed from hobbies and free 
from eccentricities, he reached sound conclusions, held sober views 
and pursued eminently sensible courses. He was four square and 
looked and learned from all quarters. This made him neither a radi- 
cal nor a conservative but a mediator. No one ever wondered whether 
he was what he seemed. Everybody knew he was as good inside as 
out. Without ecstacies he was always serene and haj)py. If he did 
not shout neither did he repine.

They had 
become acquainted in the Sunday School of the old Smithfield Street 
Methodist Church, which both attended. 

He was converted in a revival in the Smithfield Street Church in 
1838, when fourteen years old. Soon after his marriage he was led. 
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partly by the example of his father and elder brother and partly by 
his own convictions, to transfer his membership and his ministry to 
the Wesleyan Church, which was the pronounced and implacable foe 
of African slavery. 

For twenty years, from 1847 to 1867, he was a Wesleyan, serving 
as pastor at Sandusky and at Cleveland. Then he was president of 
the college which was founded at Leoni in this state. This school 
was sold and Dr. McEldowney was appointed to inaugiirate a new 
educational enterprise at Adrian, which resulted in the founding of 
Adrian college, now the main school of the Methodist Protestants, who 
bought it eight years alter it was started. 

The war of the rebellion had closed. Slavery was dead and to 
some of the heroic Wesleyans it seemed as if the main reason for the 
existence of that church as a separate body had disappeared and they 
returned to the church from which they had gone out. Seven of these 
men, one of whom was John McEldowney, stood at the altar of the 
Detroit Conference in session at Saginaw, Sept. 9, 1867, Bishop Jaties 
presiding, and asked admission. It was granted with joyful acclaim, 
and a more tender and grateful hour few conferences ever experi- 
enced. 

From that time on for thirty-six and more years his labors were 
unceasing. For three years he occupied the chair of ancient langua- 
ges in our college at Albion. Dr. McEldowney was then pastor of 
Lafayette Avenue Church, Detroit; Court Street Church, Flint; First 
Church, Salt Lake City, Utah; .Jefferson Avenue Church, Saginaw; 
Washington Avenue Church, Bay City; presiding elder of the Detroit 
District; pastor of Lapeer Avenue Church, Port Huron; First Church, 
St. Clair, and Asbury Church, Detroit. His labors and triumphs in 
the latter field rivalled those of any former service. 

With great tenderness the Conference last September granted his 
request to be transferred from the effective to the superannuated list 
of members.

He had the courage of his con- 
victions, and in politics during the stormy period of the great war he 
maintained a position that was not popular with the preachers, but 
his conscience and his convictions were on his side, and they were 
rated by him above the favor of men.

He stood by his better judgment, 
even when he was with the minority. He had the courage of his con- 
victions, and in politics during the stormy period of the great war he 
maintained a position that w'as not popular with the preachers, but 
his conscience and his convictions were on his side, and they were 
rated by him above the favor of men. So decided were his horu'sty 
of purpose and his sinceirty of motive tliat his brethren honored and j 
loved him, even when they differed from him. 

As an administrator he excelled. He knew men well and esti- 
mated them justly, and withal could keej) his own counsel. In the 
case of a district his judgment in making assignments was found cor- 
rect in almost every case.

That his heart was the home of pure Christian love was never 
doubted, and his simple trust in .Jesus Christ was a wonderful sup- 
port to him in his later years when health was broken and work un- 
certain and support precarious. 

He carried a warm heart and genial nature under an apparent 
frigid exterior, and to the few who intimately knew him there was 
revealed one of the most tender and generous spirits.

Wm. J. Clack, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church, of 
Walled J.,ake, Mich., died April 28, 1904. His death was very sudden. 
He had gone with his wife to dine at the home of one of his mem- 
bers, when, in the midst of a sentence while engaged in conversation, 
he stopped — and was gone. 

His sudden departure was not without premonitions. He had 
suffered with a heart difficulty for some time which had indicated to 
him that his life might suddenly close. For nearly forty-five years 
he stood at the battle front in a ministry of unbroken usefulness. 
F’or more than forty years he answered to the roll call of the Detroit 
Conference with his cheery “here,” excepting the year of his visit to 
England. 

From a biographical sketch prepared by Bro.' Clack at the request 
of the Advocate ,w e gather the most important items concerning his 
life. He was born at St Ives, Huntingdonshire, England, Dec. 15, 
1884. His parents, James and Elizabeth Clack, were members of the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church, and the surroundings of that com- 
munion, and a Christian home. He declared that religious im- 
pressions were among his earliest recollections, and that the Sabbath 
School was especially helpful and had an infiuence upon his life, not 
realized by those w'ho conducted it. Bro. Clack w^as converted in Sept., 
1849, at the age of fifteen years.

Bro. Clack was a true and faithful minister of Christ. He was a 
man of excellent ability, and, notwithstanding his having been de- 
prived of early educational advantages, was a good preacher and a 
successful evangelist. Many excellent revivals attended his min- 
istry. He had a very brotherly spirit, and was genial and kind. He 
was loyal to Methodism. He believed her doctrines and preached 
them. He accepted cheerfully the appointments to which he was 
sent. He did not complain of them, and for nearly three score and 
ten years he continued his work without a break in the work.

Francis William Ware was born in Dundas, Ontario, November 
20th, 1836, the eldest of three childden, and the death of his father 
when he was about five years of age threw him early upon his own 
industry and resources for his subsistence and education, and he 
made good use of his opportunities, so that he was enabled to pass 
his Conference course of studies in due time and received his ordina- 
tion. 

He was converted when he was fourteen years of age, and united 
with the Wesleyan Methodist Church of Canada, and was licensed to 
preach and entered the traveling connection when quite young, and 
was ordained in 1863 in Quebec. 

The same year he was united in marriage with Miss Maria M. 
Hutchinson, who, with three children, survives him. After five years 
work in Canada, he united with the New York East Conference, with 
which he was connected eleven years. 

Owing to poor health he moved to Nebraska in 1879, and joined 
the West Nebraska Conference, remaining in it until 1895. He was 
State Lecturer for the American Sabbath Union in this State for four 
years, and did faithful service in that capacity until he joined the 
Detroit Conference in 1896, having served the Armada charge one 
year as a supply. 

His subsequent appointments in this Conference, were: 1896, 
Armada; 1897-8, Imlay City; 1899, Goodrich; 1900-1, Highland. 
Here his health gave way and he took a supernumerary relation, and 
for a few months lectured occasionally for the Prohibition party, 
when a severe illness in February, 1903, convinced him that his active 
ministry was at an end, and he and his wife moved to Seattle, Wash., 
to be with their children, living in that city. Rallying somewhat, he

spoke a few times for the Anti-Saloon League in Washington. While 
indulging the hope of full recovery, he experienced a stroke of pa- 
ralysis, from which he rallied, however, so that he preached occasion- 
ally, but soon after he suffered a stroke of apoplexy and died on the 
4th of May, 1904. 

Brother Ware had a firm presence, a strong constitution, a vigor- 
ous intellect, undaunted in the presence of threatening foes, while 
preaching the gospel and contending with the liquor power. Asa 
platform speaker and pulpit orator, he had few superiors. The lion 
and the lamb were beautifully blended in his nature. He had the 
courage of his convictions, and was loyal to the voice of duty and the 
command of his Master. 

Among his last words were: “The billows may surge around 
me, I have no fear. I am on the Rock of Ages, and death has no 
terror for me. I know whom I have believed.” 

The Rev. F. C. Lee, of Trinity Church, Seattle, with other minis- 
terial brethren, conducted the funeral services, and his remains were 
laid to rest to await the call of his risen Lord in the Mt. Pleasant 
cemetery, of Seattle. 

The Seattle Methodist Preacher’s Meeting passed very appro- 
priate and appreciative resolutions, expressing also their sincere 
sympathy towards his stricken widow and family.

Her last request was 
that she might be buried by her husband at L’Anse, Mich., at which 
place her body was borne and laid to rest at L’Anse cemetary. Rev. H. 
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N. Aldrich preached the funeral sermon, taking for his text, “In my 
fathers house are many mansions.” A large concourse of sympathiz- 
ing friends gathered at the Methodist Church, L’Anse, and at Odanah 
before her body was taken to the railroad station. Services were 
held in the church there also. The church loses one who was true 
to God, and one used of God as a pillar in His temple, but her 
influence and her good works will follow her.

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MRS. O. J. PERRIN. 

Mrs. Perrin, whose maiden name was Eleanore M. Graves, was 
born in Ypsilanti, Mich., Sept. 15, 1854, and died in her home in 
Ypsilanti, March 8, 1904. She was married to Rev. O. J. 
Perrin, when paster at Ypsilanti, December, 27, 1876, Rev. B. F. 
Cocker, D. D., her former pastor, conducting the ceremony. There 
was born Of this union one son, Oliver W. Perrin. Two step-sons. 
Rev. C. H. Perrin, and Preston D. Perrin, were brought up under her 
wise and beneficent care. 

Mrs. Perrin was one of the early graduates of the State Normal 
College, in Ypsilanti. By teaching district schools in the townships 
of Ypsilanti and Augusta, she had the courage and perseverance to 
work her own way through college. Subsequently she taught five 
years in the public schools of Detroit, and won distinction as a 
teacher. She became an earnest Christian in her youth from a sense 
of duty and obligation she owed to God. Soon after she united with 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church of Ypsilanti, of which she re- 
mained a member up to the day of her translation to heaven. 

For twenty-five years she stood faithfully by her husband’s side in 
all departments of Christian work. She was active in all the mission- 
ary societies of the church. She worked zealously also in the W. C. 
T. U. in every community where she lived. If in anything, she ex- 
celled as a Sunday School teacher. She taught the Young Ladies’

The fact that our debt is funded in coupon notes running five years 
from the date of issue will extend the payment of our paper for a 
number of months beyond the present date. 

We have subscription notes on hand sufficient to meet the entire 
debt, and I see no reason why every outstanding note of the institu- 
tion may not be paid at maturity. 

Some of our largest and most responsible subscribers, being con- 
versant with the situation, have preferred to pay interest upon their 
notes and to await, for the payment of principal, such time as their 
money would be immediately needed for the payment of matured 
paper.

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THE ENDOWMENT. 

When the management of the Endowment Fund passed into the 
hands of present treasurer, he receipted to the executors of the estate 
of Hon. Daniel Striker, a former treasurer of the fund, for $197,055.99. 

During the intervening six years no special effort has been made 
to increase the Endowment, but by quiet contributions from the friends 
of the college it has grown to a total of $257,600, an increase of 
more than $10,000 per year for the six years. The college is at least 
$150,000 better off than it was six years ago, a situation which fur- 
nishes occasion for profound gratitude.

BIBLE, SUNDAY-SCHOOL, AND TRACTS. 

The American Bible Society continues to have a conspicuous 
share in the benevolent and missionary activities of this and other 
lands. 

It is the clearing house through which the Christian churches of 
our republic in united fellowship are giving the scriptures to the 
needy millions of the .world. 
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The Bible is published by this society, in whole or in part, in over 
four hundred langua.ijes and dialects. During the past year nearly 
two million Bibles and Testaments have been issued. Surely the old 
book has not lost its hold on the mind and heart of the world. Nev- 
er was there a time when so many were giving careful thought to 
the Bible as to-day. 

The society is greatly in need of enlarged contributions. It is 
desired that an amount be apportioned for this society, equal to at 
least seven per cent of the amount apportioned to this conference for 
missions, and that the Presiding Elders be directed to apportion this 
amount among our chuches. Our Methodist Episcopal Church con- 
tains one-sixth of the protestant church membership of America, and 
nearly three-fourths of the total Sunday School enrollment. We 
have more Sunday School people than our church membership by 
nearly 150,000. The Sunday School is the great hope of the Church, 
and as never before the attention of great educators and Christian 
leaders is being directed to its extension and improvement. Teacher 
training is now made practical, grading of the school is adapted to its 
conditions and needs — the Home Department and Cradle Roll reach 
the absentees with Bible study and under shepherding, and by judi- 
cious preparations for it, and wise plans, Decision Day is greatly bless- 
ed in winning scholars to Christ and into the church. 

Our Sunday School literature is first class— none better. We are 
impressed with the value of the field work of the Sunday School Un- 
ion in holding institutes for workers, organizing new schools, and 
in instructing and inspiring superintendents and teachers. 

Collections for this object ought to be increased four-fold. The 
Sunday School Union is the head of all Sunday Schools of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. It is not an American Sunday School Union. 
Neither is it the county or state organization of the International 
Sunday School Convention. It is the denominational Sunday School 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church and exists for the further- 
ing of the Sunday School interests of the denomination. We nomi- 
nate W. F. Stewart for Conference Secretary of the Sunday School 
Union. 

The Tract Society incarnates a profound conviction that the print- 
ing press may be an evangeletical agency. It acts on the belief that 
harmful literature should be displaced by more attractive reading 
matter of a pure and uplifting character. 

For over fifty years it has offered to pastors and Christian work- 
ers most interesting gospel messages in brief story form for imme- 
diate use. This society works in both home and foreign fields. It ap- 
peals for larger collections, for its work is steadily growing throughout 
the world. Our pastors should avail themselves of the liberal offer 
of the Tract Society to supply tracts free to the amount of one-half 
the sum paid by the individual charges.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Board of Church Extension of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church is a great institution. An organization that has collected 
and wisely and helpfully expended $8,000,000 needs no praise, but 
carries with it its own commendation. The 13,000 churches dotting 
this great land of ours, built by its aid, are the vouchers for the grand- 
eur of its purpose and the seal of its efficiency. 

The share of our own Conference in this great work is not small, 
aggregating $50,000, Our share in its benefits is shown by 166 churches 
within our bounds built by its aid. 

In view of all this, we regret that our contributors are so lament- 
ably below our assessments, being this year but little more than 33^>^ 
per cent, thus bringing down the amount available for our needy 
churches, to only about $1,000. In the interest of our own need our 
collection ought to be much larger. 

Considering the large amount of missionary territory within our 
bounds, it is the judgment of your committee that the proportion of 
the amount that can come to our Conference in proportion to the sum 
asked of us is entirely too small, and should be at least 75 per cent of 
the sum asked, instead of 50 per cent as per rule now in force.

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CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS’ DAY. 

Agreeable with your instructions regarding the observance of 
Conference Claimants’ Day, we secured 60,000 envelopes, had them 
suitably printed, and mailed to all the Pastors in time for use on the 
day appointed. 

We also secured an interesting discussion of the subject in the 
Michigan Christian Advocate by several of the Brethren.^ 

There was a general observance of the day with gratifying results, 
as the statistics show. 

We are sorry that some Pastors neglected the matter. A study 
of the minutes will reveal the delinquents in most cases. 

The following figures show the result of the three years’ work 
since Conference Claimants Day was projected; in 1901, the year pre- 
ceding the adoption of Conference Claimants* Day, the amount collect- 
ed from the churches was $4,184,00; 1902, $5,753.00; 1903, $6,113.00; 
1904, this year, $6,803.00, which shows an increase this year over 1901 
of $2,619.00, and an incease over last year of $730. Three years ago 
thd Board of Stewards paid the Claimants $11.50 per share. This 
year theBoard will pay $18.00 per share. 

Your Committee would recomend: 1. That the observance of 
the day be continued, and that the first Sunday in November be set 
apart by all our churches for that purpose. 2. And that all our Pas- 
tors give the matter earnest attention and make a strenuous effort to 
bring the collections up next year to $8,000.00. 3. Also that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to carry out the provisions of this report, 
and that the committee be authorized to secure the printing and 
distribution of 60,000 envelopes in time for Conference Claimants’ 
Day.- The necessary expense to be paid by the Conference Board of 
Stewards. 4. That the editors of the Michigan Christian Advocate, 
the Presiding Elders and other Brethren be requested to furnish for 
the columns of theMichigan Chnstian Advocate, such articles as will 
aid in securing the best possible results for this cause.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DETROIT 
CONFERENCE TRUSTEES. 

Dear Brethren: — A special meeting of the Board of Trustees 
was held on the 14th of March last. The occasion of that meeting was 
one of sadness. It was the removal by death of our beloved Treasurer 
and Fellow Trustee, Bro. John McEldowney, which occurred on the 6th 
of March. And while we were in session our sadness was increased 
by the news that Bro. Samuel Clements, a faithful and longtime Trus- 
tee, had just been taken from our ranks to his eternal home. We 
spread upon the records of our Board resolutions expressive of our 
sorrow and of our high appreciation of the noble Christian qualities of 
these men. 

Trustee J. M. Gordon was elected Treasurer for the balance of the 
year. Early in the year Trustee J. Horton was disabled by an acci- 
dent from attending our meetings and later Trustee C. T. Allen was 
prevented by sickness from attending. Nevertheless the business of 
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the Conference has been well attended to and the year has been 
marked with unusual prosperity. 

The annual meeting of the Board was held Sept. 12, at which the 
Treasurer presented his annual statement and report which were re- 
ferred to the Auditing Committee. The report shows that the assets 
now in the hands of the Conference, consisting of mortgages, notes, 
certificates and cash, amount to $17,456.30. From this deduct $520 as 
the Lowe fund and $530.40 as the Osburn fund, embracing the year’s 
interest on each, and the balance $16,405.90 shows the amount of the 
Trustees’ fund proper. The Treasurer was directed to pay the interest 
on these funds as directed in their respective bequests. The Board 
recommended that $800 from the interest account be turned over to 
the interest account of the Superannuated Preachers Aid Society to be 
divided according to their rule. 

The Board respectfully present the name of C. W. Baldwin for 
election as trustee iu place of S. Clements and J. D. Halliday in place 
of J. McEldowney. 

The term expires this year of J. Horton, I. E. Springer, and C. T. 
Allen, and the Board respectfully nominate R. Woodham, I. E.

No work is more important than that of Christian Education. No 
eflfort-should be spared which will result in the development of more 
earnest and intelligent spiritual life. _ WeAherefore urge our pastors 
and people to exert greater efforts than ever before to support and pro- 
mote the various departments of this great work. 

The Board of Education is worthy of special commendation. Dur- 
ing the past year twenty-seven students who gave their home residence 
or church relationship as within the bounds of Detroit Conference, 
were aided to the amount of $1,659, though the contributions of the 
Conference to the Board amounted to but $1,486.70. Many charges did 
not contribute anything; and yet w^e rejoice to note a constantly in- 
creasing interest in Children’s Day, and a. growing disposition to 
make much of the broadening educational features of the day. Great 
numbers of boys and girls may be impressed with the possibility of 
securing an education, while they are giving their nickles and dimes 
for this worthy cause, thus receiving that which is far more valuable 
than money. Let us press the strictly educational features of this 
day, and make less of the mere entertainment features. 

The Conference visitors to the Garrett Biblical Institute report 
that the public oral examinations gave an excellent opportunity to 
form an intelligent estimate of the work done. They were impressed 
with the fact that earnest high grade work had been carried on in all 
the classes. President Little and his associates in the faculty are 
doing a work over which all good men should rejoice. We urge our 
candidates for the ministry to put forth every effort to attend one of 
our Theological Schools. 

Our own college at Albion is prospering grandly. President Dickie’s

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leadership is aggressive and yet safe. The faculty is strong in every 
department. The Chair of English Bible, a new department, in charge 
of Prof. Goodrich is worthy of high commendation. We urge upon the 
attention of our young men in the university the excellent opportuni- 
ties which the college offers them. Albion has bred many strong men 
for the Conferences of this state. We heartily commend the Albion 
College Bible Fellowship to the attention of our people. 

Rev. Wm. Dawe has been untiring in his efforts in behalf of the 
institution. He has spoken in many churches and schools, has scat- 
tered thousands of circulars, and interested many people in the Col- 
lege. We wish to express our gratification at the remarkable success 
which has crowned his efforts this year. 

We bespeak the co-operation of every pastor in awakening the 
interest of men and women of means, and in securing students. 

We can safely recommend Albion as a college of highest rank 
scholastically, while the atmosphere is positively and intensely re- 
ligious. Let every pastor feel responsible for the faithful presenta- 
tion of the college to his constituency. We cannot with honor do less 
than this.

FREEDMEN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

The work of the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education So- 
ciety during the past thirty-eight years of its existence demonstrates 
the wisdom of its organization, and its right to be and abide in the 
southland, the report of the Commission on Federation adopted by 
the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South 
conceding that fact. 

A careful study of the history of the abolition of slavery and sub- 
sequent events, convinces us that Christian education is absolutely 
necessary to the solution of what has been rightly termed, “The Na- 
tion’s Problem.” 

The negro is with us to stay. He can neither be segregated, de- 
ported nor exterminated. The sceptical question of Cain cannot re- 
lease the church from responsibility and obligation. We must help 
him to help himself, and for this purpose the Freedmen’s Aid and 
Southern Education Society lives, moves and has its being. 

It is gratifying to note that nearly thirteen million dollars has 
been given for the uplift of this race. From its schools ten thousand 
students have gone forth to lighten the darkness of the southland; 
and, to quote a sentence from the Episcopal address, “not a single 
student has ever been accused of the frightful crime which has so 
often provoked the horrors of lynching. 

From 1890 to 1900 the illiteracy of the south perceptibly de- 
creased for the whole population from 27 to 21 per cent. ; among the 
whites, from 14 to 10, and among the colored, from 57 to 44 per cent., 
this being due in large measure to the work of the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society. It has now forty-seven institutions of learning, twenty-five 
for the colored race and twenty-two for the white, in which five hun- 
dred and ninety teachers have charge of eleven thousand, one hun- 
dred and sixty-one students, and the valuation of its property is over 
two million dollars. 

We are gratified at the progress made by this society during the 
past quadrennium, and at the economical administration of the funds 
committed to its care, the expense of paid administration being only 
four per cent. 

It seemed good in the eyes of the last General Conference to con- 
solidate the benevolences, to which action we say, amen. Yet this 
much needed legislation need not nor will it lessen our interest in 
the cause of Christian education. 

We record our appreciation of the excellent address given at 
this Conference by Prof. R. S. Lovinggood, President of the Sam 
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Houston College at Austin, Texas, and hereby pledge ourselves to 
unremitting effort in the presentation of the claims of this, one of the 
most important benevolences of the Methodist Episcopal church. As 
an aid to this, we recommend that the Sunday nearest Abraham Lin- 
coln’s birthday be observed in the interest of the Freedmen’s Aid and 
Southern Education Society.

CHURCH INSURANCE.

The first five years of the company, just closed, have called for 
the usual extraordinary expenses required to launch the enterprize 
and to meet the strong requirements of the law. That in these five 
years the company has been able to meet all these demands; to ac- 
cumulate a business of $21,278,459.00; to pay losses of $106,784.92 to 
create a required reserve of $33,000.00; and yet to return as large a 
percentage of dividends to the insured societies as the stock companies 
have been able to make to their stockholders in the same years, are 
evidences of marked energy, skill, successful management and assur- 
ed safety. 

It is gratifying to learn that the more favorable plan of our 
church company has enabled nearly six thousand weak churches to 
secure insurance protection for about $7,000,000.00 worth of church 
property previously uninsured. 

Insurance in our church company does not, in any respect, coun- 
ter the excellent insurance laws of any state; as all the business is done 
at the one and only oflBce and agency of the company, in Chicago, 
where it is fully authorized and recognized. 

These facts should confirm our fullest confidence, and encourage 
us to use our proper infiuence in efforts to ultimately place our 
church property under the insurance protection of this company.

Messrs. Russell and McEldowney were requested to carry the 
above resolution to the Bishop. 

Judge Lockwood moved that the chair appoint a committee of 
three to draft a constitution and nominate officers for permanent or- 
ganization. Carried. McEldowney, Palmer and Russell were named 
as such committee. 

Mrs. M. C. Bliss, of Saginaw, addressed the audience upon the 
subject of “Women in Methodism.” She was followed by Judge 
Lockwood upon, “The Business Side of Church Work.” And then 
Mrs. George O. Robinson, responding to the invitation of the meet- 
ing, gave an address regarding, “The Evolution of the Layman in 
the Methodist Ch\irch.” 

The Committee on Organization intimating readiness to report, 
the following constitution was presented and adopted: 

, LAYMEN’S ASSOCIATION CONSTITUTION. 

First — Name. This association shall be known as the Laymen’s 
Association of the Detroit Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. 

Second — Object. The object of this association shall be to de- 
velop and utilize the business lay talent of our Conference and in- 
crease the spiritual and pratical interest of our laymen in the local 
and general work of our church. 

Third — Membership. This association shall be composed of one 
representative from each charge in Conference, elected annually as 
each charge may choose. Provided, that the delegates elected to the 
lay conference, preceeding each General Conference, shall consitute 
such representatives. Officers elect of this association shall also be 
members. 

Fourth — OflScers. The oflBcers shall be a president, vice pres- 
ident from each Presiding Elder’s district; a secretary and a treasurer. 
They shall be elected at the close of each annual meeting, and shall 
remain in office until their successors are elected. 

' Fifth— Executive Committee. There shall be an executive com- 
mittee, composed of the officers of the association. The duties of this 
committee shall be to make arrangements as to the time and place of 
the meetings of the association and arrange program therefor. 

Sixth — Meetings. This association shall hold annual meetings 
at the place and time of the meetings of the Detroit Conference. 

Seventh — Amendments. This constitution may be amended at 
any meeting of th^ association by a two-thirds vote.

TEMPERANCE. 

The liquor traffic is the greatest enemy of the church of God, 
and does more to prevent the spread of the kingdom of Jesus Christ 
than all other agencies of evil combined. Its protection by Government, 
either because of the tax accepted for its existence, or license 
for its continuance, is a crime and sin. This is affirmed by chief pas- 
tors, and reaffirmed by our general Conference. The Methodist Epis- 
copal Church stands unalterably opposed to the business in any form.' > 
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We ask for its prohibition ,and demand of our people total abstinence; 
therefore, 

Resolved, First, That we shall not give political comfort or sup- 
port to parties or men who are not opposed to this business. 

Second, That the Church of Christ has recently been misrepre- 
sented and greatly humiliated at the conduct of a somewhat noted 
prelate who gave his presence and misrepresented the Lord at the 
opening of the so-called subway tavern. His conduct justly meets 
with the condemnation of all Christian people. 

Third, We call the attention of all our people to the necessity of 
keeping temperance instruction constantly before our children both 
in our Sunday and day schools. We strongly urge the use of the pledge 
cards in our Sunday Schools. 

Fourth, We commend to the attention of our people the aggress- 
ive, educational and legislative work of the Anti-Saloon League. It 
is desired that two trustees to the State Board of Control be selected 
by this Conference. 

Fifth, We are unalterably in favor of the anti-cauteen law; we 
believe it a wise policy that at the semi-annual meeting of our 
Bishops, a declaration in favor of this wholesome law should be made, 
and the same forwarded to the proper authorities; that the attention 
of our senators and congressmen to this should also be called, and 
that a vote by them looking to the restoration of the canteen in the 
army should amount to political suicide by those who give it. 

Sixth, That we approve the Commission on Temperance raised 
by our last general Conference, and commend its work to the atten- 
tion of our people as suggesting a held of most practical work in the 
future of our churches.

RULES OF ORDER' 

I I : 'II : I I 

Adopted in 1869, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Each 
Session Since. 



1. The Conference shall meet at 8>4 o’clock A. M., and adjourn at 12 M., but 
may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be devoted to religious 
services, and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and ap- 
proved. 

The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one Committee at 
the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any 
motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or 
amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consideration 
has been disposed of. which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of 
the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are placed, viz. : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, refer- 
ence to a Committee, postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to 
call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities or disre- 
spectful language ; but any memoer may call the attention of the President to the 
subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any. motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the 
bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by 
leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put 
shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuses him." 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, 
and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He 
shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve 
them with care; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of 
Conference, except with the consent of the Conference ; and shall forward the 
journal and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference 
until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, 
ten days in advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity 
for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, 
it shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom oigections are to 
be made to the President of the Conference. 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the previous 
question on a pending motion. 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the reso- 
lution to the table.]

REGULATIONS. 



1. No candidate for admission on trial shall be received for examination except 
on the written statement of a Presiding Elder that he intends to present the name 
of said candidate to the Conference. 

2. Tw'o examinations shall be held during the year: One in mid-j'ear at such 
places as the Board of Examiners may determine; the other at the seat of the Annual 
Conference the day before the opening session.

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3. The mid-year examinations shall be held simultaneously. All candidates are 
required to appear for the mid-year examinations, or furnish satisfactory excuse for 
absence. 

4. All sermons, essays and syllabi shall be delivered at the mid-year examina- 
tions, or sent to the Registrar within ten days thereafter. Delinquencies in this par- 
ticular should be reported to the Board. 

5. Each Examiner shall prepare and send to the Chairman a list of questions on 
each subject assigned him one month before the time of examination. 

6. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of the Board, 
who shall immediately forward the papers to the Registrar. 

7. The Candidate shall be required to finish writing on one study before receiv- 
ing questions on another. 

8. Those who begin to write on the studies of a given year are expected to 
w'rite on all the studies of that year. 

9. The papers shall not be signed, but the name of the candidate shall be written 
on a separate sheet and attached to or inclosed with each of his papers. 

10. The Registrar shall forward the papers to the proper Examiner, accompan- 
ied by a number corresponding to the number of the candidate’s name on his roll. 

11. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in the order in 
which they appear in this schedule. After the class has written upon a set of ques- 
tions, no absentee shall be permitted to write upon the same set without consent of 
the Board, or of the conducting Examiner. 

12. A properly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate has already 
pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a prescribed study, as a regular at- 
tendant on the class room instruction, in an accepted literary or theologica- institu- 
tion of the Methodist Episcopal Church, shall be received in lieu of Conference ex- 
amination, except on Doctrine and Discipline. Such certificates may also be ac- 
cepted on books comprehended under the subjects of Doctrine and Discipline; pro- 
vided, that each candidate shall be examined as to his personal attitude to the 
doctrines and Discipline of the Church. 

13. Examinations shall, as far as possible, be in writing; they shall be graded 
upon the scale of KW, and the candidate must attain a standing of 70 in order to pass. 

14. Examiners shall give such instruction and guidance in studies aspuBsible by 
correspondence. 

15. After an Examiner has marked and delivered a paper to the Registrar, he 
has no authority to change the marking without the consent of the Board. 

16. The midyear examinations will be held on Tuesday, May 18, 1905, at 9 A. M., 
Lake Superior District: Houghton, Sault St. Marie, Negaunee; Bay City District: Ona- 
way, Gaylord, East Tawas, Saginaw District: Saginaw, Jefferson Ave., Caro; Port 
Huron District: Bad Axe, Port Huron, First Cl.urch; Detroit District: Detroit, Hudson 
Ave., W. G. Nixon; Ann Arbor District: Adrian; For Students at College, F. F. 
Goodrich Albion. 

The Examiners on any district may, by application to the Chairman, secure a 
change of the place or places of examinations, from the above plan, if upon consul- 
tation with the Presiding Elder it shall be deemed advisable.* 



Note 1. To obtain credits here, certificates of work done in our schools should 
show the amount of tijne given to the subject, text books used, and the year in 
which the work was done. 

2. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to pay annually, at his 
first examination, a fee of one dollar. 

3. According to the ruling of the Bishops no person can be received on trial, 
nor elected to Deacon’s or Elder’s orders while “conditioned” in any study. 

4. The Conference has requested the Presiding Elders to present the names as 
candidates for admission on trial in the Conference, of such persons only as have at- 
tained the equivalent of a twelve-grade high school education, and are under thirty 
years of age. But time previously spent either in supply work or in one of our 
schools in preparation for the ministry, shall be allowed in credit.
